The 
coiir.se is in sniierb condition and some great racing 
is in prosjiect. 

1‘late Class, the winner of th<‘ Canadian S[»orls- 
man Mandicaii at Fort Erie Saturday, is likely 
lo be .seen under colors at Clinrchill Downs and La" 
loniii the coming fall. Trainer C. T. i*atlerson is 
considering the plan of shlpi>ing the black son of 
I'landil to Ihe Downs for .a rail' or two and a little 
later to I.atonia. before taking him to .luarez for 
Ihe winter, ilor.ses of the type of Plate Class will

MR. WHITNEY'S GOOD TWO-YEAR-OLD. 

Ilf the big lialeh of now two-year olds which H. 
P. M’hitne.v purchased as .yearlings from .1. U. 
Keene only one has so far [larticularl.v distinguished 
itself in racing. Of this one after it won the .Mersey 
.Slakes at the recent Livenaiol .Tiil.v moi>ting a iwm- 
IM'lent l•ritic said; "There was quite a grasl field for 
Hie .Merse.v Stakes, but public running iiointed so 
cnqdiatically to the claims of Harmonicon and Dia- 
dnnicnos that s|K-cnlation was chiefl.v restricted to 
the two; the American, in spite of having nine 
pounds the worst of Ihe weights, enjo.ving a frac- 
tional call, wliidi he justitieil b.v leading tbronghont 
.-nd winning handily by a half length. Harmonicon 
is one of Mr. Kixme’s tireeding, and was included in 
the batch of yearlings purchased en bloi' last year b.v 
.Mr. H. P. Whitney. He Is a great, big, good bxik- 
iiig chestnut colt b.v Disguise out of Harpsichord, 
and being distinctly one of the improving sort — he 
has won three of his last four engagements — may 
take high rank among the juveniles Ixifore the sea- 
son is over. -Anyway, he is one that should pay for 
fidlowing. though he is considered the inferior of 
Miramichi.” 

PRINCE PALATINE AND STEDFAST, 

These unqnestionahly are two high-class fonr- 
ear-olds, which have finally squashed the notion 
I ha I the i-lassii- performers of the current si-ason 
are not no lo the average standard, and the eoni- 
liaralive situation as it stands calls lo mind that 
famous year when Uock Sand, although capable of 
winning the Two Thousand (Inineas. Derby and St. 
Legcr — a treble triiim|di only accomplislied by West 
.Xiistralian. Gladiateiir. I»rd Lyon, Common. Isin- 
glass. Galtee More. Hying Fox and Diamond .Tnbilee 
— had to strike his colors to both Ard Patrick and 
Sceptre. It is ironical of fate that Prince Palatine 
and Minoru, the two most important winners bred 
al the famous Tnll.v Slinl. slionld have carrh-d other 
colors than those of ttndr breeder. H:ill Walker. 
Ihe one having been sold as a yearling to Mr. Pilk- I 
Inglon .ami the other leas»-d for his racing career | 
to his majesty, the late King Eriward. Prince I*ala- 
llue by his brilliant exploits brings posthumous 
fame to Persimmon as a sire, while Stedfast has 
fairly established the stud claims of his youug sire. 
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IIMTERESTING IIMEORMATIOIM CONCERIMING THE PARI MUTUELS 



Lexington. Ky., .\ngnst 7. — Now that it is a sure 
thing that the |iari-imituels have como lo stay there 
is a givat deal of interest shown all over the 
country by those interested in racing plants as to 
Ihe workings of Ihe system. 

The )>ari inntuels were tried at I.atonia in ltdis. 
and after the meeting ran $20,(KKI behind, the gates 
were closed. Two years ago they were again in 
stalled, and from that time on [mblic interest has 
gradually increased and imironage in proportion, 
the public had confidence in the sport, ns shown b.v 
the stmidy increase in the total amount wagered 
ilail.v. 

To hold Ihe interest and confidence of the (lublic 
Ihe muluels must be eondncled so that there cannot 
lie the breath of suspicion. Suspicion and distrust 
are Ihe two f<K-s of the Is'tting system. It is no 
wonder that the public was slow in aivepting this 
|iro|iosi!ioii. For years it had la'cn accustomed to 
wager with the figures right before them. One 
knew exactly what was ilue from the biNikmaker. 
If Ihe odds did not suit one. he did not have to bet. 

Im.igiiie this plan wiped out and one put in 
where you do not know what .vou win until the 
figures are imsled. The ra<-e tracks appreciated tlu' 
situation and made every effort to avoid error and 
conduct the U‘lting correctly. .Mistakes have bi-en 
made, but only in I hi- early days, when things were 
new lo the ex|»-rts who figure out the results. 

Sima“ then there has In-i-n but one discovery of 
error, and that was at Ivexington. where a bettor 
watched Ihe total la-t on a horse, and when the 
figures were shown he raised a howl and the mistake 
was discovered and corrected. 

That such things could occur led the Kentucky 
.8|ale Kacing ('ommission to H|i|H>int an ins|x-clor. 
wliosi- diil.v it is to check up everything in con- 
neclion with the betting. AV. 11. Laudeinau is the 
inspector.

REFORM IN NAMING ENGLISH HORSES. 

Concerning a decided measure of reform rei-i-ntly 
ailojited in England by the Jockey Club, London 
.8lM<rting Life’s editor, ".Augur,” says in that imbli- 
cation of July ".Although 1 have not had an 

oiqiortuuily of referring before lo the iiroceedings 
at last Wednesday’s meeting of the Jix-key Club, it 
is not too late for me to express entire approval of 
the actiou of the stewards with regard to the 
duplication of names of celebrated race horses. Such 
duplication has lieen far too common during recent 
years and. in spite of an addition made not long 
ago to Rule K.’i. which it was tiuiugbt would have 
the desired effei-t, has continued, perhaps not in an 
exaggerated form, but certainly without receiving 
any determined check. Isird VilHers. in submitting 
the stewards’ proposals, suggested as a basis cer- 
tain principles, of which the memlicrs of the Jockey 
Club expressed their approval, with the result that 
Ihe instrm-tions will be inserted as a prefacH* to 
"Ihe txMik” wlufii published. This, doubtless, is an 
excellent plan, and if the stewards’ wishes are 
onl.v failhfull.v carried into execution, will serve 
Ihe jmrpose just as (-rfectively as if a hard-aml-fast 
lule dealing with Ihe subject had been passeil. 

"Iti ietly, I he pi-inciple to Ih- observed is that all 
winners of the five classic races, as well as those 
of Ihe -Ascot Cold Cup. are lo be cotisidered as 
<s-lebrated horses, and that Ihcir names cannot be j 
reiN'iilcd in future, eilher with or without the adili- 
tion of numerals. C’erlain other horses which have 
pla.ved a iirominent part cither in racing or as suc- 
ccssful sires or dams may also Ik- brought within 
the sco[x» of the iustriiclious upon the aiiplication 
of |K-rsons inler«‘sted in them, and any such claims 
will l«‘ <-onsidcred and dealt with by the sti-wards. 
While recognizing that It is impossible to entirely 
prohibit tin- ado|ition of numerals, the stewards 
wish to dis<-ourage as far as jiossible their use. and 
in future the name of a horse known to he still 
running will not be allowed to be taken by adding 
a numeral. Thus we are on the eve of a highly 
desirable reform, and Lord Villiers and his fellow 
stewards are to be as warmly complimented ii|Km 
their action in this matter as upon the watchful 
actlvit.v the.v have displayed in other directions dur- 
ing the present season.” 

"The use of numerals has always occurred to me 
as lieing a particularly clumsy raetluKl of avoiding 
trouble in the selection of a suitable name, while 
frequently there appears to lie absolutely no reason 
for their employment. A case in tmint which I may 
quote is that of the steeplechaser. Bridge IV. Pre- 
sumably the original Bridge was the Wokingham 
Stakes winner of 1tM¥», but if ever there was a 
Itridge II. and Bridge HI. I have forgotten Ihe 
fact, while Mr. Francis’ horse is surely quite as 
much entitled to the iindisptited use of the name 
without numerals as is Mr. Carroll’s three-year-old 
filly. Melody, considering that a well-known brood- 
mare of the latter name is still jp existence. An 
other absurdity which I ma.v mention is that we 
have at present in training a Colonial’ and a Colonial 
filly, a Court Dress and a Court Dress filly, as well 
as others whose names escape me for the moment. 
The two latter, although of op)iosite »exes, are both 
juveniles, so that it is not difficult to imagine the 
confusion which will arise if they ever comp«*te in 
the same race. Thanks, however, to the timely ae- 
lion of the stewards, all such anomalies will, in the 
course of a year or two, be complctel.v banished.” 

TAGALIE’S FLUCTUATING PUBLIC FORM. 

Tagalie is not to be left out because sbe dis- 
graced herself in the Oaks and Eclipse Stakes, in 
neitlier of which races did she show the least 
vestige of her One Thousand Guineas and Di'rliy 
dash, for thmigb in front at Sandown for nearly 
s<-ven fiirloDgs. slie was all the way being worried 
and liard driven, first by La Boberae and then liy 
,8tedfast. to keep her idace. I am eonviiiced that 
slie "turns it up’’ wlien fairly tackled, and this 
weakness did not also bring alaiiit her defeat for the 
Newmarket St-ikes. wlien she suddenly fainted right 
out of Ihe raee after lieing inlerfered with h.v l/O- 
niond. PcMir Hewitt, who rode her on that o«-easion. 
was lilame«l for not sending her along at that 
eritieal moment, but he was quite riglit to sit 
and suffer and try to coax another run out of her. 
Unfortunately she never took hold again till the 
post was passed, but the jockey was up against an 
ini|iossilile proposition, as Stern, in the Oaks, and 
Reiflf, in the Eclipse Stakes, found only too clearly. 
The main point is to not for a moment accept Taga- 
lie’s form in two defeats as aii.v sort of criterion 
as to her trm* merits. Some |X‘ople dwlare the 
Di-ib.v was a “tiuke.” but the One Tlionsaud Guineas 
was also won by Tagalie in smashing style, and lier 
eeeentrieities in defeat are not to be eoiinted against 
her as implicating any of the runners, to which 
Stic lias on lier liest day proved herself to be superior.

Hien there will 
be Iwent.v easliiers; that’s u couple of iiniidred ami 
more in salaries. These, with four experts, for 
money eoiinters, four men al the ticket bank, a 
manager and a general Ixxikkoi-ix-r. compose quite 
an array of talent. 'I’lien the tickets cost $100 a 
day. and there are still a couple of Ixiard markers 
and messen.gcrs to pay. 

Tile system lias now Ix-en well deveIo|ied and 
ever.vl liing moves along with mai-hine like pre<-ision. 
with barill.v a eliams- for an error to creep in. Of 
course. lh<Te is still riHini for iiiiprovenienl. and no 
doubt some genius will corix- along and ix-rfect some 
Ix-tter iiietliod for taking and recording bets.

Light Brigade, J*-st and tw*-lve other two-year-olds. 
Lord Rosetx-r.v has ix-en singularl.v fortunate in con- 
nection with the National Breeders* Produce Stakes,] 
having previous to Pnic’s succ*-ss won the event in 
their years with t’helandry, Traqnair, Cicero and 
Niel Gow. 

As an own brother lo Lonviors. which will he re- 
incmb*-red as fighting <iut a nieiiioratile finish for the 
Derb.v won h.v Minoru three years ago. the advent 
of l.otivois had been keenly anticipated at New- 
market. and. the Khedive Plate being ch*i8en for his 
first appcaran<», even money was taken about his 
chance, though he had seventeen opponents.

REPORT FROM FAR WEST THAT LONG WINTER 
MEETING IS BEING PLANNED, 

Hugh Springer, of Vancouver, B. C., and Senor 
Alex do La Arena, of Mexico City, Reported to 
Be Behind Project — Napa Nick a Winner.
